POLICE BEAT 
CONFESSION 
UT OF HIM 


Repudiating Former Admis- 
sions, He Denies He Had 
Any Part in Overland 
Bank Murder. 


FORMAL CHARGE 
FILED AGAINST HIM 


No Sense in Putting Noose 
Around Own Neck, He 
Says, Telling of Third- 
Degree Methods. 


Lawrence G. Ahrens, one of thé 
principal figures in the strange 
criminal case which has grown out 
of the killing of Cashier Todd V,. 
Phelps last January in a $11,200 
holdup at the Overland State Bank, 
last night repudiated the “confes- 
'sion” in which he implicated hime- 
| self as one of the robbers, ab- 
<a Sylvester Baldwin, who is 
o- | Swaiting trial for the murder of 
Phelps, and named James McGau- 
ley as the actual slayer.

his attorney, Joseph Linder, a 
‘former city detective, Ahrens 
declared the “confession” was ob-

“A Big Joke,” Says Kaiser. 

Chief Kaiser today said Ahren’s 
accusations were “a big joke,” de- 
claring that the 27-year-old auto<- 
mobile mechanic was not mistreate- 
ed at any time and describing in 
detail the circumstances in which 
the confession was obtained. Chief 
of Police Gerk read Ahren’s new 
statement, declared it was a sure 
prise to him and said, “I will be 
glad to loo} into it.” 

Attorney Linder announced that 
he would apply for a writ of 
habeas corpus at Clayton today in 
order to obtain Ahrens’ release 
from Clayton Jail Ahrens was 
freed last Friday when a warrant * 
charging bank robbery, issued at 
the instance of Sheriff Lill on the 
evidence of his purported confes- 
sion. was dismissed by Justice of 
the Peace Chase at Ferguson when 
Prosecuting Attorney Castlen de- 
clined to prosecute, holding to his 
original contention that the “con- 
fession’’ was fiction.

Ahrens’ New Statement. 

Ahrens’ new statement, as given 
to the Post-Dispatch by Attorney 
Lincer, follows:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The | 
engaged in labor who are discrim- | 
inated against, we can appreciate 
its injustices and inequalities. Only 
one-tenth of our population is en- 
gaged in manufacturing and me- 
chanical industries and of that 
one-tenth only a very small per- 
centage receive any benefits from 
the protective tariff. 

“What a false cry that protection 
protects American labor! 

“The increased burdens proposed 
in this legislation fall heaviest 
upon that army of men and women 
engaged in labor itn those industries 
and institutions. The cost of oper- 
ation which will be increased 
through the increased duties car- 
ried in the bill. 

“Take the employes in our 
great transportation system, in 
our automobile industries and in 
those inumerable other industries 
that dominate our domestic mar- 
ket and supply the world trade. 
These will be injuriously affected.” 

Cites Shoe ‘ndustry. 

He gave figures showing thnt 
the percentages of labor cost in 
the boot and shoe industry, the 
manufacture of typewriters and 
the manufacture of agricultural 
implements, all of which are un- 
Democratic onslaught against the 
tariff bill was continued today in 
@ speech by Senator Pat Harrison 
of Mississippi, principal gadfly on 
the minority aide, who branded the 
measure asa “legislative mon- 
strosity’’ eminently fitting to be 
discussed on Friday, the 13th of 
the month. 

This was among the mildest of 
the epithets that Harrison applied 
to the bill. He declared it deceit- 
ful from the title page to the end, 
a “masterpiece in the art of dis- 
crimination,” and a measure in 
which “the forked tongue of hy- 
pocrisy hisses through every para- 
graph.” 

“The title,” said Harrison, “reads 
‘An act to provide revenue, to reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign coun- 
tries, to encourage the industries 
of the United States, and to pro- 
tect American labor.’ If the title 
truly expressed the effects of the 
legislation, it would read: ‘An act 
to destroy revenue, to stifle com- 
merce with foreign countries, to 
discourage industries of the Unit- 
ed States, to flimflam American 
labor, and to fleece the American 
farmer.’ 

One-tenth in Industry. 

“When we consider the smal! 
proportion of labor that could pos- 
sibly receive any benefits from 
this legislation and the millions 
protected, are higher than the 
average percentage in all indus- 
tries. 

“The facts,” he continued, dis- 
prove the statement that wages 
are higher in the protected indus- 
tries. 

“Only when the amount of 
wages paid is divided by the 
amount of product of the em- 
ploye is a comparative labor cost 
furnished. When the production 
of American Inbor is compared 
in wages with the production of 
the laborer of any ther country. 
the showing is most favorable to 
American labor. The output of the 
Belgian worker is only about 16 
per cent of the United States 
worker, wuile the Belgian worker 
is paid 30 per cent of the amount 
paid the American worker. The 
Output of the French worker is 
about 17 per cent of that of the 
American worker, while the 
French worker is paid about 32 
per cent the amount paid the 
American worker. In the United 
States one man per year will pro- 
duce 77 tons of steel, while in 
Great Britain one man per year 
will produce only 25 tons of steel. 
In the United States one man will 
produce 140,000 bricks, while in 
Germany one man per year will 
produce only 60,000 bricks. 


Some More Comparisons. 


“One man in the United States 
in a day will produce 21 square 
meters of window _la:s, while in 
Sweden one man per day will pro- 
duce only 10 square meters and 
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in Belgium only 11 square meters. 
In Japan one man per day will 
produce 104 pounds of cotton 
yarns, while in the United States 
one man will produce per day 414 
pounds. In the United States one 
man engaged in agriculture will 
produce as much as six in Italy. 
“The United States ranks first 
as a natur:l storehouse for raw 
materials. Despite this great ad- 
vantage, we rank much in the rear 
in exportations when compared 
with other nations. President Hoo- 
ver, while Secretary of Commerce, 


said: ‘Less than 6 per cent of our 
total productivity is exported,’ 
When we consider what a smal] 


percentage of our total productiv- 
ity is expor’:d, and see France ex- 
port 38 per cem of her productiv- 
ity, the Unit¢d Kingdom 62 per 
cent and Germany 64 per cent, we 
are bound to conclude that our in- 
ternational /trade and commerce is 
needlessly restricted through tariff 
burdens. 
Resources Not Wages. 


“It is not the tariff but our large 
natural resources that explain our 
high wages. If it were different, 
if the tariff deserved the credit 
that its friends proclaim, then to- 
day Italy, France, Japan, Germany 
and Russia would equally enjoy 
higher wages because of their taf- 
iffs. But their low wages are 
given as the justification of our 
high duties.” 

Harrison referred sarcastically to 
the fact that in the Finance Com- 
mittee’s consideration of the bill, 
Reed of Pennsylvania and Edge of 
New Jersey had charge of the steel 
and earthenware schedules, and he 
paid his respects to Chairman 
Smoot for ‘“‘grabbing the sugar 
schedule.” 

“It was the worst conspiracy that 
was ever concocted in the legisla- 
tive annals of this Government,” he 
said. . “It was a case of trading 
and trafficking among themselves 


states. It is no wonder that 
country and from the press 
public everywhere this legislative 
monstrosity is condemned. 
Manganese Is Exception, 

“The verage ad valorem rates in 

“The average ad valorem rates in 
creased with one exception. That 
exception was due to the fact that 
they put manganese on the free list 
in order to further the profits of 
th@ great steel interests of this 
country. If manganese had carried 
the same rate as in the present law 
and the compensatory duties had re- 
mained the same in that one item, 
the steel and metals schedule would 
have been increased nearly 6 per 
cent over the present law.” 

He said that while there had 

been many increases in the agricul- 
tural schedule, they were “in the 
main but shams and pretenses— 
merely paper increases to deceive 
and hoodwink the American farm- 
er.” 
“Under the 
continued, “100 units of 
products will only purchase 73 
units of clothing or 88 units of 
building materials, and yet the 
proponents of this legislation have 
increased the rates on practically 
everything that goes into the build- 
ing of a house or into the house- 
hold. Nothing escaped their at- 
tention, and where the increased 
rates would appear too high, they 
phrased jokers, in order to deceive 
and prohibit.”

Senator Brookhart, (Rep.), lowa, 
told the Senate today the tariff 
measure was “‘not a Republic bill 
but .a bill for special privilege’ 
and under it the farmer still would 
have to sell his produces in the 
competitive markets of the world. 

Brookhart declared that the re- 
fusal of the Federal Farm Board 
to engage in stabilization opera- 
tions in wheat has turned that 
crop over to the wheat gamblers. 

The Iowan contended Congress, 
in voting $150,000,000 for use by 
the board. had intended this fund 
principally 
wheat growers. 

“But the board has said: “Go to 
the intermediate credit banks we 
havent any money for you,’” he 
continued. “This has turned the 
farmer over to the wheat gambler.”

They were named by Owen D. 
Young. author of the reparations 
plan, of which thé International 
Bank is an important part, and J. 
P. Morgan, delegate to the Paris 
experts commissioa, which adopted 
the Young plan. 

Formal] announcement of the ap- 
pointments is withheld until the 
full list of sub-committee members 
is published. Reynolds and Tray- 
lor are preparing to sail for Brus- 
sels to meet appointees of the 
other countries. 

Traylor Accepts Appointment, 

Traylor said over the telephone 
from the Indian Hills Country Club 
at Wilmette, III.: 

“Yes, I have accepted the invi- 
tation to serve as one of the mem- 
bers of the committee with Mr. 
Reynolds and will be glad to do 
what I can to help in the situation.” 

He added he was arranging his 
affairs so he could spend several 
weeks in Europe. 

Reynolds was an assistant pro- 
fessor of Jaw at Columbia Universi- 
ty from 1906 to 1913. During 
that time he also acted as attorney 
for the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. His work as railway coun- 
sel attracted the attention of 
George F. Baker, financier and a 
member of the road board of direc- 
tors. Baker invited him to join the 
staff of the First National Bank. 
When Baker became chairman of 


the board Reynolds was made 
president. He is a director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 


Traylor’s History. 


Traylor was born in Kentucky 
and went to Texas as a boy. He 
atudied law as a clerk in a country 
store. After being admitted to the 
Lar he became interested in poli- 
tics and served as City Clerk of 
Hillsboro and later as Assistant 
County Attorney of Hil! County. 

His banking career began in Ma- 
After holding 
several other banking positions he 
moved to East St. Louis. Ill., where 
he was vice president of the Stock 


His knowledge of livestock made 
him useful to Chicago bankers und 
he was named president of 
Livestock Exchange National Bank 
in 1914. He became associated with 
the First Trust and Savings Bark 
in 1919 and has been president of 
the First National Bank of Chicago 
since 1925.- He was president of 
the American Bankers’ Association 
in 1926 and 1927. He is said to he 
the only man who ever declined a 
partnership in the banking firm of 
J. P. Morgan, preferring to remain 
in Chicago. 

He is widely known in golf cir- 
cles, having served as president of 
the United States Golf Association

Ahrens’ first admissions were 
made in the Chief of Detectives’ 


private office. when no one else 
was present, Kaiser said. The cir- 
cumstances, as Chief Kaiser de- 
scribed them today, were: 

Ahrens was taken to the office 
and told to sit in a chair beside 
the Chief. Kaiser inquired casually 
in a friendly manner about his 
health, offered a cigar and then 
supplied a cigarette instead. After 
preliminaries, during which Kaiser 
told the prisoner he would proba- 
bly fare better if he made a clean 
breast of the matter, the Chief said 
suddenly, “Come clean, now; tell 
me who drove the car.” 

Mentioned Drive to Ovcriand. 

“Seaman did,” was the reply, ac- 
cording to Kaiser. Ahrens went 
on to relate that ‘‘we” drove to St. 
John’s Station in the county where 
Ahrens went into the bank there 
and got a $5 bill changed. He re- 
turned and reported the place ‘vas 
being overhauled and was crowded. 
“McGauley said to me, ‘Hell, that 
place is holdup-proof,’” Ahrens 
remarked. “Then we drove out to 
Overland.” 

Kaiser said the mention of Mc- 
Gauley and Overlana was the first 
intimation to him that Ah’éns was 
talking about MeGeautey or the 
Overland Bank. “He took me by 
surprise. and | exc'aimed, ‘Why, 
they‘ve got Babe Baldwin for that 
job!’ ”’ Kaiser said ‘ We'll. Bald- 
win wasn’t. in it,’ Ahrens replied.’ 
Subsequently, Kaiser related. other 
detectives were called in and 
Ahrens was questiored in ‘jetail. 

Stool Pigeon’s Information,

has been in Clayton jail since the 
robbery, Jan. 18, was about to go 
to trial for .nurder when a police 
“stool pigeon” in the St. Louis City 
Jail told’ city detectives that he un- 
derstood ‘fa young fellow living in 
a certain block in North St. Louis 
was right for a bank robbery.” 

Chief of Detectives Kaiser 
told how det :ctives, by a process of 
elimination, determined 
man was Ahrens, set a watch over 
his house and arrested him Aug. 14 
when he returned from an out-of- 
town trip. <aiser has related that 
he and other detectives sweated 
Ahrens, not knowing what bank 
robbery was’ involved, until the 
prisoner made the extraordinary 
statement that he was one of the 
Overland Baik robbers. 

Ahrens and his “confession,” a 
17-page typewritten document, were 
turned over to Sheriff Lilt 
of St. Louis County. He was 
placed in Clayton jail with Bald- 
win, William McGraw and William 
O'Hara, who were under indict- 
ment, having been identified by 
witnesses in the Overland case. 


O’Hara Supports Confession. 


After a night with Ahrens, 
O’Hara issued a statement support- 
ing the “confession” which related 
that O’Hara, a service car driver, 
had agreed to lend his automobile 
to Ahrens, Winfield Seaman and 
Lawrence McBride “for a bank 
job.” O’Hara declared he reported 
the car stolen after turning it over 
to the three men, without seeing 
McGauley or participating in the 
actual robbery. 

Chance Remark *y Windy. 

Chief Kuiser explaincd that his 
“stool pigeon” based his tip on a 
chance remark made by Seaman, 
familiarly known as “Windy,” an- 
other prisoner in the jail. Sea- 
man, however, has since denied 
that he made the remark or knew 
anything about the Overland rob- 
bery, declaring he had never seen 
Ahrens unti] confronted with him 
by the police after the “confession” 
was signed. 

McGauley, named in the Ahren’s 
“confession” as tne actual slayer 
of the cashier, denied in Detroit 
that he was involved in the Over- 
land case, but was acquainted with 
Ahrens. He declared he could 
prove he was at St. James, Mo., 
on the day of the robbery and of- 
fered to return to St. Louis Coun- 
ty and face witnesses. He has since 
been sentenced to a life term for 
robbery in the Michigan penitenti- 
ary at Marquette. 

For a time, Sheriff Lill accepted 
the “‘confession” as genuine but 
later, on finding himself at odds 
with Prosecuting Attorney Castlen, 
reversed his position and aligned 
himself with the prosecutor.

EDMOND QUINN, SCULPTOR, 
ENDS LIFE IN NEW YORK BAY 


Failed to Kill Self Recently When 
Whisky Proved Antidote to 


Poison. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The 
body of Edmond T. Quinn, wide- 


ly-known American sculptor, who 
four months ago made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to end: his life by 
taking poison, was found floating 
in Upper New York Bay, near 
Governor's Island, yesterday. 

The sculptor had been missing 
since last Monday. Mrs. Emily 
Bradley Quinn, the widow, iden- 
tified the body at the morgue. 

Mr. Quinn’s associates said that 
he was suffering from meiancholia, 
and that his act was the result of 
a long period of despondency. He 
was 60 years old. At the time of 
his death he was at work on a 
statue of Henry Clay for the Gov- 
ernment. of Venezuela. He was 
one of the foremost contemporary 
sculptors in the United States. Ex- 
amples of his work are in the Met- 
ropolitan Museum, in the Hall] of 
Fame at New York University, and 
in many other cities. 

In the previous attempt to end 
his life, Mr. Quinn put poison in a 
glass of whisky. The intoxicant 
proved to be an antidote to the 
poison and the sculptor later re- 
covered.

The outstand- 
ing, ever-present, overwhelming 
fact revealed by the evidence is 
that these parties contracted to en- 
ter and were engaged in executing 
an unlawful plan of manufacturing 
intoxicating liquors. They were un- 
dertaking for profit to induce and 
encourage other parties, their cus- 
tomers, to participate in the same 
unlawful enterprises. 

“The parties ‘stipulated for in- 
iquity,’ and their transactions were 
fraught with illegality from begin- 
ning to end. But it is asserted by 
the plaintiff that the defendants 
have not in their answers alleged 
that the plaintiff comes with un- 
clean hands and hence there is no 
such issue submitted. The Court 
must consider it, not because it 
is a matter of defense to the de- 
fendants but because it is against 
public policy to grant relief if the 
charge be established. 

“The Court acts for its own pro- 
tection rather than for the protec- 
tion of the defendant. When fraud 
or illegality is disclosed In a case, 
public policy requires a court to 
refuse its aid, irrespective of the 
state of the pleadings and regard- 
less of the fact that, were illegality 
absent, the plaintiff might appear 
to be entitled to relief. The find- 
ings will be against the plaintiff 
but not in favor of the defendants. 
The bill will be dismissed. Hasten 
the decree.”

SHOT BY ROBBERS 
DIES OF WOUNDS 


Co., Succumbs—No New 
Clews to Slayers. 


Ted Marshall, a salesman for 
the Lambert-Graves Motor Co., 
died at St. Mary’s Hospital, East 
St. Louis, at 7 a. m. today of a bul- 
let wound inflicted Tuesday after- 
noon by one of two holdup men 
who shot him when he protested 
against being robbed of his demon- 
strator car and $10 after driving to 
the East Side. 

Marshall was 25 vears old. He 


resided at 5544 Bartmer avenue. 
The bullet entered his abdomen 
and penetrated the intestines. 
Search for the robbers has been 
without result so far. The men 
were described as about 25 years 
old, wearing sombreros and dark 
suits. 
The men appeared at the Lam- 
bert-Graves agency, 2233 Locust 
street, at noon Tuesday, having 
taken a taxicab from a downtown 
hotel, where they were not regis- 
tered. They announced they were 
in the market for a car and desired 
a demonstration, Anson W. Sparks, 
a salesman, talked to them, but, as 
he was going to lunch, turned them 
over to Marshall, who took them 
riding in Sparks’ Oldsmobile dem- 
onstrator. 
Marshall was shot at the inter- 
section of Black lane and Caseyville 
road, near Caseyville and beyond 
East St. Louis. Athough suffer- 
ing intense pain, he walked and 
crawled a quarter mile to where 
two farmers were working. They 
summoned an ambulance in whictk 
he was removed to the hospital. 
The Oldsmobile car was found 
abandoned at the scene of the 
shooting, the robbers’ escaping 
either on foot or in another car. 
A Nash car was found beside the 
road a mile away. 
At the hospital, Marshall said he 
was driving between Caseyville and 
Edgemont when the “prospects” 
robbed him of $10, put him out of 
the car and, when he protested, one 
shot him. 
Owing to his condition, Marshall 
could not be questioned as to de- 
tails and a full story of his ride 
across the river with the robbers 
was not obtained.

CHY’S $1,100,000 
SERVICE BUILDING 
ROOF IS LEAKING 


Made of Concrete Four 


Months Ago According to 
Specifications, but Cracks 
Develop. 


The new $1,100,000 Municipal 
Service Building, Twelfth street 
and Clark avenue, occupied only 


four months, has a leaky roof. City 
officials in charge say a compo- 
sition roof should be placed over 
the present concrete roof, and have 
asked Comptroller Nolte to provide 
the money, $6000 or more, from 
municipal revenue. 

The building, which covers. the 

city block extending to Eleventh 
and Spruce streets, houses the 
municipal garage, power plant for 
city buildings, Fire Department re- 
pair shop and one fire company. 
It was built under the direction of 
the Department of Public Utilities. 
The bond issue provided $1,000,000 
of the cost, which was the original 
estimate, and the extra $100,000 
had to be paid from general! reve- 
nue. 
F. R. Hargreaves, superintendent 
of construction of the Utilities De- 
partment, said today that the plans 
for the building were made before 
the Miller administration took of- 
fice in 1925. He said the building 
was designed to have extra floors 
added as they might be needed, and 
that for this reason a concrete roof 
was planned. The seasonal expan- 
Sion and contraction of concrete 
sometimes leaves cracks, he said, 
and that is what has happened to 
this concrete roof. He said the 
contractor had done the work as 
specified, and could not be held re- 
sponsible for the leaky condition. 
The McCormack-Combs Construc- 
tion Co. was contractor, Study & 
Farrar architects, and the Martin 
Engineering Co. mechanical design- 
ers.

Ac- 
cordingly, King was reported to 
have disappeared, with evidence of 
foul play, and Lowe reported back 
to Bennett that he had killed King,

GERMANY BOYCOTTS 
AMERICAN TALKIES 


Theater Owners Vote Unan- 


imously on Step—-Compe- 
tition Is Real Reason. 


By the Associated Press. 

STUTTGART, Germany, Sept. 13. 
—Another step in the opposition 
to American gound films was taken 
here when a boycott on foreign- 
produced tone films was unani- 
mously voted at a crowded meeting 
of the German National Association 
of Moving Picture Theater Owners. 
A further resolution advocated a 
strong national Government censor- 
ship, but urged reduction of the 


censorship age for children from 8 
to 16. 

Opposition to foreign tone films 
was declared to be based chiefly 
on artistic and cultural grounds, 
but the danger of foreign competi- 
tion with the German tone-film in- 
dustry is regarded as the real 
source of the objection. The only 
exception to the general boycott 
recommended was in the case of 
films produced abroad in the Ger- 
man language, 

“The association declines to pro- 
duce foreign tone films,” flatly as- 
serted the resolution. ‘This deci- 
sion arises in the first place from 
artistic and cultural considerations. 
Such tone films show no  highet 
development of the film art. Yet 
they can have such harmful eco- 
nomic effects on the German film 
industry as to upset its already dif- 
ficult financial situation. On these 
grounds the association urges the 
National Government to increase 
the present restrictions on the im- 
portations of foreign films.” 

In the censorship resolution, the 
association opposed “any sharpen- 
ing of the present censorship re- 
strictions, and still more urgently 
the extension of censorship rights 
to the state governments or the po- 
lice.”’

Life Insurance Figures. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. “a 
HE writer of the letter of Aug. oo 

“ Facts” sa 
erste a rar tm of misfacts,” 
my letter was 4 5 aia : ontee 
although he admits that he no ape 

to the authority I quoted and name ‘ 
full (The Life Insurance Year Book). 
Then, instead of quoting figures on the 
total “running expenses,” as I did, he 
quotes figures for the “expense of man- 
agement,” which are much less, from a 
pocket manual. Then he gives the aver- 
age ordinary policy issued by one of the 
best companies to refute (?) my average 
of all ordinary policies. And all of this 
is obvious to a careful reader of the two 

letters. 

Then he intimates that I was not fair 
because I did not call attention to pay- 
ments, other than death claims, that the 
companies make to policyholders. Was I? 
Let us take the figures for 1928, as pub- 
lished by and for his own company. Per- 
haps he wil] then take the trouble to 
check their accuracy. For every dollar 
this company received, direct or indi- 
rect, from policyholders, it needed only 
14 cents to pay all the death claims. For 
the expenses of running the business it 
used 19 cents, considerably more than 
the death claims, which measure the ef- 
fectiveness of life insurance in accom- 
plishing its avowed primary purpose— 
protection against death. 

Now he wants it known what becomes 
of the balance of the dollar, the other 
67 cents, so here it is: Two cents was 
paid on endowments; 14 cents (as much 
as death claims) was refunded as “divi- 
dends” (tax authorities have ruled that 
these so-called “dividends” are what they 
are, not earnings, but the refund of an 
overcharge); 9 cents was refunded in 
surrender values and annuities (this 
item is very largely the return of cash 
values to those who forfeited their pro- 
tection in order to get this money); and 
42 cents was kept by the company for 
the accumulation of cash values, which 
are no necessary part of pure protective 
life insurance. This, Mr. Editor, is “‘life 
insurance.” Is it any wonder that few 
understand it and that it costs so much to 
sell? 

He asks if I would “do away with all 

large institutions that employ countless 
numbers of people?’ By no means; and 
I said nothing that so intimated. 
All that I point out is that when life 
insurance is sold, separated into its two 
elements, it can be bought and sold in- 
telligently; then the man who wants only 
protection will know that he can get it 
in good term policies for about what it 
costs, 14 cents, instead of the dollar 
that is now charged, as above, for the 
combination called “life insurance;"” and 
so that he who wants cash values can 
have them—separate, where he can get 
them in emergency, without having to 
“borrow” his own money or forfeit his 
insurance. 

Then the average salesman will be able 
to earn a better living through increased 
volume, and there will not be 40,000 of 
them in and out of the business every 
year as at present, according to the Na- 
tional Underwriter. L. B. TEBBETTS.

Senator Borah says Mr. Grace’s statement is an in- 
sult to the intelligence of the American people, with 
which we quite agree. The country has been stunned 
by discovering that selfish corporate interests have 
been so far meddling with the peaceful aspirations 
of the United States Government. It was highly un- 
fair to Mr. Coolidge to send to the Geneva conference 
any interested person not officially accredited by one 
of the participating Governments, and it is to be re- 
gretted that Shearer’s mission there was not discov- 
ered during the conference. It would have put a new 
phase upon a situation that assumed very ugly as- 
pects. The country cannot help resenting the revela- 
tion that while the Brifish and American delegations 
were laboring week after week over the difficult de- 
tails of naval disarmament this paid propagandist of 
American skipbuilding interests, in the guise of pa- 
triotism, was stirring up international discord on the 
side lines. 

The world can only wonder how far the shipbuild- 
ing interests are aggravating this great problem. 
Lord Robert Cecil of England says there are other 
Shearers in all the maritime countries. Naval 
disarmament postulates a sufficiently great dif- 
ficulty without such external aids as those revealed 
by the Shearer suit. The real test of the will to dis- 
arm is coming with surprising suddenness. It is not 
easy to believe that even the political difficulties en- 
tering into such a forward step can be composed. The 
problem of Great Britain, for instance, is as great 
as that which any empire has faced. Can she sac- 
rifice a measure of protection in the assurance that 
America’s will to peace implies a security which 
she has never been without since she defeated the 
Spanish Armada? Evidently she believes she can. 
Otherwise Mr. MacDonald would not be coming and 
there would be no hope of agreement. 

To add to such a problem the aggravation of selt- 
interest anywhere is to strike dismay into the heart 
of a world standing at the threshold of a better era. 
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BULLETS AND GAS BAGS. 

It is too early to say that aviation is universally 
accepted, even in the United States. In fact, a 
mysterious guerrilla warfare is being conducted 
against it. We cite the case of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s all-metal dirigible, ZMC-2, which arrived at 
Lakehurst yesterday with a bullet hole in its main 
helium gas chamber. Though the safety of the ship 
was not threatened by the aperture, a quantity of 
valuable helium gas was lost. 

When the Graf Zeppelin arrived at Lakehurst a 
bullet was found in the fabric covering, and the 
navy dirigible, Los Angeles, has been fired at on. 
several occasions. Nor is the phenomenon confined 
to dirigibles. A year or two ago pilots landing at 
Lambert Field displayed bullet holes which had been 
drilled through the fuselage of their planes. It was 
explained that farmers in St. Louis County, enraged 
because the noise of the planes frightened their pigs 
and chickens and brought discontent to their cows, 
had at them with whatever artillery they chanced 
to possess. 

Is the attack on dirigibles to be similarly ex- 
plained, or is there some other reason for it? We 
look upon the big bags as singularly inoffensive, 
making not too much noise and giving pleasure to 
the eye. They might be called the plump old ladies 
of the air. True, they offer a tempting target, 
especially for poor marksmen discouraged by the 
erratic gyrations of the jacksnipe or the blinding 
speed of the teal, but there is always left the barn 
door for them to practice on. Besides, even poor 
marksmen are not usually so wanton as all that. 
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FOR INTERNATIONAL SAFETY AT SEA. 
The black-painted line on the hull of every British 
ship, showing the maximum depth to which the ves- 
sel may be loaded, has been for more than 50 years

UP TO THE ALDERMEN. 

In the interviews with members of the Board of 
Aldermen published in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch 
there is promise of bringing to a close the franchise 
melodrama that has been running here for 30 years. 

Eight of the Aldermen are opposed to a new fran- 

chise for the street car company, and of the 28 who 
discussed the subject all were unqualifiedly for home 
rule. The stories the Post-Dispatch has published 
showing how Detroit solved this problem have not 
been lost upon the Aldermen of St. Louis. They re- 
alize that by perpetuating the old franchise system 
St. Louis deprives herself of any control over fares. 
It is not an easy thing to understand. However, 
since the street railway pirates who operate here and 
everywhere else if the people let them thoroughly un- 
derstand it, the people must also understand it to 
protect themselves. The Post-Dispatch knows this 
full well, and it has sought to avail the people of St. 
Louis of the information which would serve as a 
liberating education. The city authorities are put to 
the necessity of saving the streets of St. Louis if 
they are to be saved.. 
Fortunately, our Aldermen are beginning to see 
that. There is a way for the city to recapture con- 
trol over the street railways. There is a way for the 
city to say what the fares shall be. That way is not 
to grant any franchise whatever, whether under 
the name of a terminable permit or a contract ordi- 
nance. To do so is to grant the company a vested 
right and divest the city of any control over it. The 
moment the company has a vested right control over 
it passes into the hands of the State. It is the State 
which has given us a valuation of $63,500,000 upon a 
property for which the owners paid $49,100,000, with 
the consequence of constantly rising fares. The city 
could force a fare based upon the actual investment. 
The Aldermen of St. Louis want home rule. They 
have only to stand stanch in that desire. If they do 
that we will become when the existing franchises 
shortly expire what Detroit is, an emancipated and 
free people. 
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SIGMOND P. BAER’S CAREER. 

Sigmond P. Baer, who died yesterday at Atlantic 
City, had a romantic career. It is the old but ever 
interesting tale of a poor and obscure boy who rose 
to affluence and prominence. Apprenticed to a har- 
ness maker in Germany at the age of 17, Baer 
swerved from the line of least resistance and decided 
to carve out his own destiny. He sailed for Amer- 
ica and joined his brother Julius, who was employed 
in a clothing store at Fort Smith, Ark. Out of a 
seeming misfortune—the store’s failure and the loss 
of their jobs—came their opportunity. The two Baers 
with" two other young men, pooled their resources, 
which totaled $350, and founded the Boston Store. 
Their success emboldened them to come to St. Louis 
and establish the Grand-Leader, now known as the 
Stix, Baer & Fuller Co. The enterprise was vastly 
successful and the Grand-Leader has become one of 
the great empoyia of the Middle West. Simple in 
broad outline, the story in its details is a saga of 
merchandising.

PARIS, Sept. 13.—After devot- 
ing most of his life to finding the 
hiding place of Cleopatra’s mum- 
my, an antiquarian here has just 
announced that the famous Queen 
lies buried in an unmarked grave 
in the garden of the National Li- 
brary, Paris. 

According to his story, which he 
says is based on documents and 
the verbal evidencé of a friend, 
who lived during the French com- 
mune, Cleopatra’s mummy, en- 
closed in a magnificent sarcopha- 
gus, was kept until the war of 1870 
in the Library Hall of Medals. 

When the war came, his story 
goes, the sarcophagus, with other 
valuable relics, were placed in 
cellars for safekeepang. In 1872 it 
was brought to the surface again 
and opened.

APPETIZERS IMPROVE 
SIMPLE HOME MEALS 


The Result Repays the Trouble 
Expended in Preparing 
the Delicacy. 


Dinner appetizers are not only 
inexpensive and easy to prepare at 
home, but they seem to surround 
the home table with the attractive 
and costly atmosphere of the most 
luxurious hotel. 

A wine, cocktail, sundae or other 
glass is placed in the center of a 
small plate. The appetizer—toma- 
to deviled egg, mushroom, shrimp, 
beet or olive—is arranged on iet- 
tuce leaves on the plate around the 
glass, and the glass is filled with 
the appetizer dressing. 

These are placed with an oyster 
or other fork on a service plate at 
each individual cover just before 
dinner is announced and create an 
attractive and appetizing impres- 
sion as each guest enters the din- 
ingroom. Each appetizer and let- 
tuce leaf is dipped in the appe- 
tizer dressing just before it is eaten. 

To vary the arrangement of tiese 
dinner appetizers the ‘appetizer 
dressing may be served in a to- 
mato shell, or a green pepper case

Appetizer Dressing. 

A simple dressing for vegetable 
appetizers may be made with two 
teaspoons Worcestershire sauce to 
four tablespoons tomato catsup.
